By a recent ruling of the Administrative Board of the State of Michigan, the dairy 
herds of all Michigan State Institutions have been placed under supervision of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry of the State Department of Agriculture. 








Under this management, we propose: 


1. To place all herds on a strictly pure bred basis as rapidly as possible. 
Michigan has fourteen State Institution dairy herds. Six of these are made 
up of pure breds, seven are partly pure bred and partly grade and one is a 
grade herd. 


2. To continue the improvement of the herds by careful selection of 
high class sires. 


3. To build up a closer relationship between the different herds by 
interchange of sires between the different institutions in order that produc- 
tion records made in one herd may reflect credit upon and increase the value 
of the other herds. The great number of females represented in these herds 
will greatly facilitate development ofsires in service. By moving sires from 
one herd to another they may be kept in constant service as long as may be 
deemed desirable. 


4. To develop these herds systematically by testing for records of pro- 
duction, especially in the ten months and yearly divisions. 


5. To continue tuberculin testing all herds regularly, as in the past, 
under state and federal supervision.

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General Welfare Committee Adopts Final 


Report 
Outstanding Feature Provides for Scaling High Record Cows—Type With Production 


to be Recognized. 


MEETING of the General Welfare Committee, 
A appointed by Governor Lowden pursuant to a reso- 

lution adopted at the Cleveland convention last 
year. was held at Cleveland January 11 to receive and 
consider the report of the Sub-Committee. This Sub-Com- 
mittee was appointed at the first meeting of the whole 
Committee at the time of the National Dairy Show at 
Syracuse and had worked out a comprehensive report on 
suggested changes in the rules for Advanced Registry and 
in the By-Laws relating particularly to the work of the 
Secretary’s office. The report of this Sub-Committee, as 
finally amended after nine solid hours of work by the 
fifteen committee members present, was given a unani- 
mous vote of approval and Chairman Irwin was instructed 
to present it to the Secretary for inclusion in the call for 
the coming annual convention where the delegates repre- 
senting the membership of this Association will pass final 
judgment upon it. 

The outstanding feature of the report is the provision 
for the scaling of cows that have been admitted to the 
Advanced Register and the provision for special recogni- 
tion of such cows as exceed the production requirements 
by specified amounts which also prove by their scores to 
be superfine individuals. The purpose of this plan, of 
course, is to lay special emphasis upon the combination 
of type and production. The plan, as drafted, reads as 
follows: 

Eligibility of Cows 

1. Only such cows as have made authenticated butter- 
fat records, not less in amount than the minimum re- 
quirements for the age, as hereinafter specified, shall be 
eligible to advanced registry; and such cows, when ad- 
mitted, shall be classified as Advanced Registry Official, 
or Advanced Registry Semi-Official, in accordance with 
the kind of test made, which classifications shall be in- 
dicated by the initial letters, A. R. O., or A. R. S. O. 

2. A cow may be admitted or re-admitted to advanced 
registration on a milk and butterfat record alone or, if 
she meet the requirements therefor, may be re-admitted 
on form and her score be recorded in the office of the 
Superintendent of Advanced: Registry. To meet the re- 
quirement for form she must scale not less than 75 points 
of the Association’s Scale of Points, the scaling to be done 
by an Inspector regularly appointed by the Association. 
Any cow meeting the age requirement for production, 
either on short-time or long-time test, shall be eligible to 
inspection for form as soon as she may have met the pro- 
duction requirement, and the owner may make application 
to the Superintendent that the cow be inspected and 
scaled. 


3. Cows scaled for form having production exceeding 
25% of requirements for age and recorded as scoring 
above 85 points of the Scale of Points shall be designated 
as A. R. Blue Ribbon cows; while cows having the same 
proportional excess production and scoring less than 85 
points and not less than 75 points shall be designated as 
A. R. Red Ribbon cows. Any cow meeting production re- 
quirements for the age but showing production of less 
than 25% in excess of requirements may be scaled for 
form; and if she score 75 or more points of the Scale of 
Points, she shall be entitled to have the score entered in 
the Advanced Register and to receive a Certificate. Up 
to the time a cow is five years of age the points obtained 
by inspection one year shall not apply to a later lactation; 
but after a cow is five years of age the points obtained 
on inspection may stand and may be used in conjunction 
with any succeeding production. On application being 
made to the Superintendent by the owner, any cow that 
may have been admitted to advanced registration, on a 
production not less than the revised minimum require- 
ments for entry, may be inspected and scaled for form and 
the score recorded without being tested again for produc- 
tion. 

4. The recognized testing divisions which permit the 
cow to have her score recorded shall be the yearly, the 
ten-months’ and the seven-day divisions as heretofore 
recognized; and all cows of each class of each division 
that may be entered on production with score recorded 
shall be entered as of that designation, either A. R. Blue 
Ribbon or A. R. Red Ribbon, to which the number of 
points awarded for form shall entitle them. A cow tested 
in the seven-day and in either one or both of the long-time 
divisions during the same lactation period need be scaled 
for form but once, and the score awarded her shall apply 
for each division in which she may be tested, or to any 
test in any division during any former lactation period; 
and if she be a mature cow of not less than five years of 
age at the time she is scaled, the score may apply to any 
succeeding test. 

5. Any A. R. Blue Ribbon cow which may show a pro- 
duction of equal to 50% in excess of the minimum fat re- 
quirements for the age, with an average per cent of fat 
in the milk for the test period of not more than 5% or 
less than 3%, shall be designated as a Gold Medal cow, 
and shall be awarded a Gold Medal. Any A. R. Red 
Ribbon cow showing a production equal to 50% in excess 
of the minimum fat requirements for the age, with an 
average per cent of fat in the milk for the test of not more 
than 5% nor less than 3%, shall be designated as a Bronze 
Medal cow, and shall be awarded a Bronze Medal. 
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A further system of awards of blue and red ribbons and 
gold and bronze medals in bulls upon the work of their 
dams and daughters in connection with their own scores 
was suggested by the Sub-Committee, but after discussion 
it was deemed best to proceed only a step at a time and 
postpone any action in regard to the scaling of bulls until 
an opportunity had been given to study the working of 
the plan and its relation to Advanced Registry cows. The 
Judging Manual of the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America, as prepared by the Type Committee, was offi- 
cially adopted in these recommendations to govern the 
application of the score card in the scaling of Holstein- 
Friesian cattle for Advanced Registry. 

Under the proposed plan, the cost of scaling animals 
for Advanced Registry is borne equally by the Association 
and the owner, the inspectors to be routed by the Super- 
intendent of Advanced Registry in such a way that the 
work of scaling can be handled with the least possible 
amount of expense for travel. The estimate of the 
Superintendent as to the probable cost for the Associa- 
tion for the first year was between $20,000 and $25,000, 
or about the same amount as is now offered in the form 
of prizes at fairs. 

Another recommendation of the Committee that will 
prove to be of general interest is the classification by 
daily milkings in long-time work. Under this plan, a 
Class A record is one in which the cow is milked four 
times a day for more than sixty days of her test; a Class 
B record is one in which a cow is milked three times daily 
after the first sixty days of the test; and a Class C record 
is one in which the cow is milked not more than twice 
daily except during the first sixty days of the test, when 
either three or four-time milking is permitted. The Class 
C record is the same as our present Sub-Division B, except 
that the period during which three or four-time milking is 
permitted is extended from forty-five days to sixty. There 
was considerable discussion on this point in the commit- 
tee, one contention being that more breeders would test 
their cows in the twice-a-day milking class if they were 
permitted a little longer time earlier in the lactation to 
milk three or four times daily through the flush of pro- 
duction, while others were just as strong in their con- 
viction that forty-five days, or even a shorter period, 
would best meet the wishes of the practical dairyman who 
might desire to conduct tests under this classification. 
The vote of the committee was evenly divided, the tie 
being broken in favor of the sixty-day period by Chairman 
Irwin, who stated he represented by that vote the wishes 
of Minnesota breeders, as expressed in their recent annual 
meeting. The plan, as adopted, allows milking as often 
as four times daily during the first sixty days, which will 
thus give ample apportunity for the making of most 
creditable 7-day tests. The 30-day division, as a separate 
classification, would be discontinued under the revised 
rules. Records of merit are to be continued and accepted 
only so long as the Board of Directors may deem it ad- 
visable, according to a resolution adopted by the com- 
mittee. These are the records which exceed the old re- 
quirements for Advanced Registry, but fail to meet the 
new requirements and which, under the present pro- 
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cedure, are given certificates of merit and constitute a 
part of the published records of the Advanced Registry 
Department. 

By-Law Changes 


The most important changes in the By-Laws, recom. 
mended by the committee, cover the naming of animals, 
the investigation of non-members as to their character 
and reliability before accepting applications for registry 
from them, and the constituting of a standing committee 
on revision of By-Laws and of a Judges Council, which, 
under the Board of Directors, will have charge of the 
selection of judges for fairs and for scaling cows under 
the new Advanced Registry plan and to act as a sort of 
court of last resort to settle any disputes or controversies 
possibly arising under this plan. Much of the detail in 
regard to the defining of permissable names is omitted 
from the By-Laws in this report, the recommendations 
being simply that no two animals shall have the same 
name; that no name shall exceed thirty letters; and thar 
the Secretary is authorized to refuse to register animals 
under names that are misleading either as to their origin, 
relationship or otherwise, and also any names that are 
obscene or profane. The former rule in regard to the 
use of prefixes remains unchanged. 

The proposed By-Law in regard to. the investigation of 
non-members provides that before accepting an applica- 
tion for registry from a non-member, he shall be subjected 
to an investigation by the Secretary in the same manner 
as applicants for membership in order that the records 
of the Association and the interests of breeders generally 
will be better safeguarded. 

The standing committee on the revision of By-Laws 
is charged with the duty of studying all proposed amend- 
ments to the By-Laws to the end that all such propositions 
may be submitted to the convention in proper legal form 
and that no proposals that would be illegal shall appear in 
the call for any meeting or convention. 

Changes in the By-Laws in the interest of clearness 
and to better define the mutual obligations of the Asso- 
ciation and members were also suggested and all of these 
will appear in detail in the official notice of the annual 
convention to be held in Richmond, Virginia, next June. 

The sub-committee, upon which fell the burden of 
making the original draft of the report of this committee, 
consisted of John B. Irwin, Chairman, O. U. Kellogg, H. 
V. Noyes, H. W. Norton, Jr., and Howard C. Barker. The 
following members of the committee were present and 
participated in the final revision and adoption of the re- 
port of the sub-committee: Chairman John B. Irwin, 
Secretary F. L. Houghton, Superintendent M. H. Gardner, 
O. U. Kellogg, James A. Reynolds, Fred F. Field, John A.

At the organization meeting of the new 
Directors, the following officers were chosen: President,

tavia; Treasurer, Geo. N. Smith, Watertown; Executive 
Committee, Messrs. Yates, Chapin and Farrington, and 
the Secretary and President. Field Secretary M. C. Bond 
was re-engaged for the coming year. 

The reports of the Secretary and Treasurer were ac- 
cepted, the former being read and the latter distributed in 
printed form. The Secretary’s report appears in con- 
densed form in this issue. This report showed consid- 
erable activity on the part of the Association, and a 
reasonably satisfactory financial condition, providing the 
membership can be increased in the forthcoming cam- 
paign as expected. The work is to be carried on largely 
through the county organizations with the approval, as- 
sistance and supervision of the parent body. The de- 
creased membership of the past year may be explained 
by the tragic loss of former Secretary Zimmer, just in the 
midst of the membership campaign last spring, which 
disrupted the plans of the organization and left it some- 
what at loose ends until the appointment of Secretary 
Bond, in spite of the loyal efforts of the other officers, 
directors and friends of the Association. 

The Treasurer’s report brought out the following facts. 
The receipts for the year were $91,622.72, including $4,- 
262.59 for memberships, and $7,121.50 from the National

ciation for his fourth term. 


Association as rebate, with $525 additional 
estimated rebate for December, not yet 
received. Receipts from sale totaled $78,- 
272.86 with total sale expenses of $77,- 
361.70. Other disbursements included sal- 
aries and expenses of office and travel- 
ling, $8,272.03 and rebate to County Clubs 
of $1,646.21. Total disbursements of $90,- 
527.47 leave cash on hand in the treasury 
$1,340.25. There are, however, some bills 
and accounts yet to be paid, so that the 
books show a deficit of $976.32, which the 
coming membership campaign is expected 
to wipe out. 

The Resolutions Committee, headed by 
R. E. Chapin, was directed to prepare 
suitable resolutions on the loss the or- 
ganization sustained in the death of the 
late secretary and also that of F. C. Over- 
‘ton, always a prominent member and 
loyal worker. Also a resolution recom- 
mending that the legislature make suit- 
able appropriation for the building of a 
Horticultural Building at the State Fair 
Grounds, in appreciation of the Horticul- 
tural support of the new Coliseum. A 
resolution offered by the Erie County 
Club, directing the State Association to petition the Na- 
tional Association to raise the registration fee for bulls 
to twenty-five dollars for the purpose of eliminating un- 
desirable bulls for breeding purposes, was, after thor- 
ough discussion, laid on the table by vote of the mem- 
bers, the prevailing opinion being that while the evil 
that this resolution was designed to correct is a real 
and ever present one, this remedy would work a hard- 
ship out of proportion to its good effects. A substitute 
resolution, seeking to delay registration on both males 
and females until at least a year after birth did not find 
much favor and the question of finding some means to 
check the spread of the “scrub-purebred sire’ was referred 
to the Resolutions Committee without recommendation. 

The report of President Bigler covered the work of 
the Association quite thoroughly including the organiza- 
tion of county units, and legislative work, paying a glow- 
ing tribute to former Secretary Zimmer for his work in 
getting the National Dairy Show to Syracuse and secur- 
ing the appropriation necessary for the coliseum. The 
State Association is working with other organizations for 
a Winter Show at Syracuse. The Association was also 
instrumental in getting an appropriation to perpetuate 
the New York State exhibit which will be remembered 
as one of the interesting features of the National. The 
work of the State Association in promoting clean public 
sales was also mentioned, also the general extension 
work, in cooperation with the Extension Department of 
the National Association. Through the efforts of the 
State Association, the Tuberculosis Eradication Appropri- 
ation has been encouraged. President Bigler closed with 
an appeal for a larger membership and a little harder 
work on the part of the County Clubs to this end. 

Dr. Armstrong reported for the legislative commit- 
tee that a bill prohibiting fraudulent advertising of dairy 
substitutes was introduced in the legislature through 
the efforts of the committee but has not yet been passed. 

The only amendment to the constitution was the one 
offered by the Oswego County Holstein Club, which was 
as follows: 


Asso- 


“We, 
do hereby recommend to the 


the members of the Oswego County Holstein Club, 
New York Holstein Association 
that a at membership fee of five dollars should be made to 
cover both State and County membership, one dollar of this 
money to be placed in the county treasury and and the other 
four dollars to be forwarded to the State Association."’ 
Active opposition to the amendment was offered by 
several prominent members who believed that the pres- 
ent system of a five dollar minimum with twenty-five 
cents per cow additional tax would provide a greater

187172, is recently reported by his owners, Bloom- 

ingdale Farms, Somerville, New Jersey. If he had 
lived two weeks longer, he would have been nine years old 
and during those nine years, in spite of the handicap of 
frequent sales, due to dispersals, etc., during the course 
of his life, he has put the stamp of his own individuality 
and the production of his ancestors on quite a large num- 
ber of offspring. 

King Model has thirty-eight A. R. O. daughters offi- 
cially reported to date. These thirty-eight, only one of 
which was tested in mature form, average 19.99 Ibs. 
butter, 433.2 lbs. milk, with an average per cent fat of 
3.69. The thirty-eight records were made at an average 
age of 3 years, 1 month, 17 days. He has five two-year- 
old daughters with records from 20 to 25 lbs. and seven- 
teen others from 16 to 19 Ibs. Eight of his daughters 
made from 22 to 31 Ibs. as three-year-olds and four as 
four-year-olds made from 27 to 33.93 lbs. His only mature 
daughter tested has 28.62 Ibs. Only four of his daughters 
have ever been run on semi-official test. Among them is 
a junior two-year-old 873.18 lbs. butter from 18,324.9 Ibs. 
milk; a senior three-year-old with 777.3 lbs. butter, 17,481.1 
Ibs. milk; and two heifers with records above 600 Ibs. 
butter in the 305-day division. These four semi-official 
— made by his daughters show an average test of 
64%. 

February 1, 1915, a heifer named Mabel Segis Korn- 
dyke freshened on the farm of E. C. Brill, Stewartsville, 
New Jersey, dropping a bull calf sired by her brother, 
King Segis Champion, both sire and dam of the new born 
calf being sired by King Segis De Kol Korndyke. This 
calf was named King Model. At this freshening, Mabel 
Segis Korndyke broke the world’s record in the junior 
four-year-old class for both 7 and 30 days butter with 
40.32 lbs. butter, from 610.2 lbs. milk in 7 days and 165.22 
Ibs. butter from 2695.8 lbs. milk in 30 days. This was 
the first 40-lb. heifer under full age. 

In addition to this splendid record, Mabel Segis Korn-

dyke is known as one of the most perfect individuals of 
the breed. Considered point by point, she would have 
scored very close to 100 when in her prime, according to 
those who knew her. The sire, King Segis Champion, is a 
well known son of King Segis De Kol Korndyke from the 
36-lb. show cow, Aaggie Pauline Sarcastic, she a grand- 
daughter of Sarcastic Lad, and his own daughters have 
made records up to better than 37 lbs. 


With two such splendid type cows as Mabel Segis 
Korndyke and Aaggie Pauline Sarcastic for his two near- 
est dams, King Model had a right to be the splendid in- 
dividual that he was. The picture shows him much as he 
looked in his last days, long bodied, deep bodied, straight 
and square, and with plenty of dairy temperament and 
quality weighing nearly 3000 lbs. All these characteristics 
he is transmitting to a marked degree to his offspring of 
both sexes. 


Besides King Model, several other sons of Mabel Segis 
Korndyke have made good as sires, perhaps the mos 
sensational being King Valdessa Pontiac, who, until his 
death, was head of the herd at Bell Farm. Here his 
daughters are making splendid records, five of them 
already having over 30 Ibs. as heifers and all making good 
on either 365-day or 305-day test, one junior three-year-old 
recently breaking the world’s record in the latter division. 
It was four mifking daughters of this sire that won first 
Get of Sire at the National Dairy Show in 1923. 


King Model, as we have said, was bred by E. C. Brill, 
who sold him to Stevens Brothers Company, who needed 
him as a junior herd sire to mate with some of the daugh- 
ters of King of the Pontiacs. The Stevens Brothers dis- 
persal, dissolving the partnership, put an end to his con- 
nection with this herd, and for several years he has been 
the leading herd sire at Bloomingdale Farms. His sons 
and daughters are said to be the equal, if not the superior, 
of anything ever bred in that pioneer breeding establish- 
ment. One of his sons won honorable mention among the 
1923 All-American selections.

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Recognizing Type With Production 


OMMENTS upon the annual convention at Cleveland 
C last year were generally to the effect that the out- 

standing constructive action of that body was the 
authorization of a Committee to study the rules of Ad- 
vanced Registry and of registration, and the general 
revision of the By-Laws. In appointing this committee, 
President Lowden said, “I cannot overstate the impor- 
tance of the work which will devolve upon this commit- 
tee. In dairy circles, the work of the Type Committee is 
regarded as an outstanding achievement. If now we can 
supplement that with an equally valuable report from this 
committee, it will mean much toward the future of the 
breed.” This committee has now completed its labors and 
its report is made public as it will be submitted to the 
annual convention of the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America, to be held at Richmond, Virginia, on June 4, 
1924. We believe this report will measure up to the ex- 
pectations of every member. A synopsis of the most im- 
portant features appears as the leading feature in this 
issue and is commended to the careful attention of our 
readers. 

We feel that the recognition here provided for type 
along with production represents one of the biggest for- 
ward steps our Association could take in the development 
and improvement of the breed. Under this plan, the cows 
which measure up most closely to the ideal of the breed 
from the standpoint both of proven production and true 
type will be given an official recommendation that will 
prove of the greatest possible aid and value to the con- 
structive breeder and will afford a definite basis for selec- 
tion along the lines that will make for the greatest prog 
ress of the breed. 

In brief, the plan provides for the scaling of all cows 
that have made records exceeding the present require- 
ments for admission to the Advanced Register in either 
the short-time or long-time divisions. This will be done 
by official inspectors appointed by the Association, who 
will work under the immediate direction of the Superin- 
tendent of Advanced Registry and the expense of this 
work, including a reasonable per diem for the inspector 
and his traveling expenses, will be borne equally by the 
breeder and by the Association. Travel expense will be 
kept as low as possible through the routing of inspectors 
to cover the greatest possible number of herds with the 
least amount of travel. All cows scoring 75 points or over 
on the official scale of points of the Association will be 
entitled to have their scores published in connection with 
their records. 

Additional recognition is to be given cows which sub- 
stantially exceed the requirements for production and 
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which are found by the scoring to be especially meritori- 
ous individually. The first classification is for cows ex- 
ceeding the requirements for Advanced Registry for their 
age and class by 25%. Cows in this class scoring 85 
points or over will be designated as A. R. Blue Ribbon 
cows and those scoring from 75 up to 85 points will be 
known as A. R. Red Ribbon cows. Gold and bronze 
medals will be awarded to cows having a production of 
not less than 50% above the requirements for their age, 
the Gold Medal going to cows exceeding this production 
requirement and scoring 85 points or over, and the Bronze 
Medal to such cows scoring between 75 and 85 points. 
This means that for mature cows in the 7-day division, a 
30-lb. record is the first requisite for a Gold Medal along 
with a score of 85 or over, while mature cows producing 
over 30 lbs. butter and scoring from 75 up to 85 points 
would receive a Bronze Medal. In the yearly division, 
medal awards would go only to mature cows producing 
over 900 lbs. butter. A heifer, twenty-four months or 
younger, in the yearly division, in order to be eligible for 
a medal award, would have to produce 477 lbs. fat, or 
practically 600 lbs. butter, while the 7-day limit for heifers 
of this age would be 15 lbs. fat or nearly 19 lbs. butter. 

We believe that this plan, as outlined, will mark a new 
epoch in the progress of our breed. It will be as valuable 
to the small breeder as to the large one and perhaps it 
will mean more to him through the official recognition and 
wide advertising that will come to him through the medal 
and ribbon awards. 

It will, of course, not be sufficient merely to adopt the 
report of this committee. Many problems of applications 
will remain upon which the ultimate success or failure of 
the plan will depend. The chief problem, perhaps, will 
be the securing of competent inspectors for scaling, as 
the value of the work depends on the care and skill and 
fairness with which the scoring is done. We believe, how- 
ever, there will be no scarcity of men in our industry and 
in our colleges who are thoroughly competent to do this 
work and who will be willing to give it their time and 
attention through a public-spirited sense of obligation to 
the industry. 

We are glad to report that in the work of this com- 
mittee, fullest use is made of the work and conclusions of 
the Type Committee. Members of the Type Committee 
acted in an advisory capacity in the preparation of this 
feature of the report of the Sub-Committee, while the 
Judging Manual, prepared by the Type Committee, is 
designated as the standard to govern the scoring of cows 
for Advanced Registry. 

Complete copies of the proposed new regulations for 
Advanced Registry are being printed by Mr. Gardner and 
are to be distributed at once to all breeders who appear on 
the active mailing list of the Advanced Registry office. 
Any member however, may secure a complete copy of 
these new regulations by addressing a request to Super- 
intendent M. H. Gardner, Delavan, Wisconsin. 

All members are urged to give this subject the most 
careful and earnest consideration and study to the end 
that all delegates to the coming annual convention in June 
may know the mature sentiments of the members they 
represent on this very important matter. Breeders’ clubs 
everywhere are urged to make these proposed changes 
and additions the subject of detailed study and discussion 
at club meetings, and that they make it a point further 
to see that delegates elected from their district are ad- 
vised of their conclusions. If there are any features of 
the proposed changes that members do not approve of, 
the time to make their views on the subject known is in 
advance of the formal action on the subject at Richmond. 
Similarly, if members feel that the enclosed changes are 
in the interest of the breed and the advancement of the in- 
dustry, they should give it their support and make their 
approbation known. 


Promoting Peace 


HILE the subject of the $100,000 award by Edward 
W Bok for the best and most practical plan under 
which this government could assist in bringing 
order out of chaos in Europe is not particularly within the 
scope of Holstein subjects, peace and stability in Europe 
mean much to every citizen of this country and not the 
least, by any means, that great body of men which com- 
pose the Holstein industry. 
The plan which received the award of a highly com- 
petent jury, after consideration of many thousands: of 
suggestions, was evidently drawn with most accurate and 
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thorough knowledge of conditions here, particularly the 
objections that have been raised by a number of our 
Senators, as well as the requirements of the situation in 
Europe. It is evident that the writer kept practical con- 
siderations constantly in mind, shaping his plan to meet 
as completely as possible the senatorial objections which 
have thus far proven a stumbling block to any participa- 
tion in European affairs by this nation. Copies of this 
plan in detail have been published in the daily press of 
the country and newspapers representative of every 
section have presented ballots, upon which either approval 
or disapproval of the plan could be conveniently ex- 
pressed. The ballots, when assembled and the results 
made public, should count very heavily with our Senators 
in their consideration of this phase of our foreign rela- 
tions. 


We feel it is idle to attempt to claim and maintain an 
isolation for this nation which none of us really believe 
exists in fact or in name. Modern means of communica- 
tion bring Europe and America too close together and the 
buying power of European countries means too much to 
the prosperity of almost every industry in this country 
to permit this nation to withdraw completely within itself 
without suffering for it. We wish, therefore, to urge our 
readers to give their support to this very workable plan 
by registering their votes in favor of the Edward Bok 
prize peace plan.

COLUMBIA COUNTY (PA.) ASSOCIATION HAS ACTIVE 
YEAR 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I thought possibly you would be glad to have for pub- 
lication what we, as small Holstein breeders, in Columbia 
County, Pennsylvania, have accomplished in the year just 
closed. 

Through our association, we have put out nine heifer 
calves in club work to farmer’s boys and girls where they 
were the first purebreds in their herds. Followed up the 
club of 1922 and 1923 heifers to help the boys and girls 
to grow out their heifers. Helped to get eighty-one farm- 
ers in our county to have their herds tested on the ac- 
credited plan. Helped start a cow testing association in 
our county. Eighteen of the twenty-six members were 
Holstein breeders and the three highest cows for the 
month of December were Hoisteins with 83, 78, and 73 
lbs. fat respectively. Helped form two bull association 
blocks within our county. 

The bulls were bought of H. E. Robertson, of York, 
Pa., and A. R. Bush, of Montrose, Pa., by William J. Fair- 
child, president of the club and P. G. Niesley, our County 
Agent. The bull we bought of Mr. Robertson is a year- 
ling whose sire is Prince Quality, formerly at the head of 
the Brentwood herd. This bull was by King Segis Pon- 
tiac Konigen from Dutchland Pietertje Vale with 35.17 
lbs. butter, 749 lbs. milk in 7 days and 27,939.2 lbs. milk, 
1263 lbs. butter in 365 days. She was a daughter of Dutch- 
land Colantha Vale with 1082.37 lbs. butter, 27,625 lbs. milk 
in a year, she being a daughter of Colantha Johanna Lad 
and Creamelle Vale (1155.85 lbs. butter, 29,591.4 lbs. milk). 
His dam is Ridge Farm Clothilde De Kol, a cow that in 
the Robertson herd recently completed a year record of 
more than 27,000 lbs. milk and 930 lbs. butter. Mr. Robert- 
son is going to put this cow on yearly test this coming 
year and he thinks she will do better than 30,000 lbs. milk 
and 1000 lbs. butter. 

The bull we bought of Mr. Bush is a five-year-old, a 
magnificent individual which Mr. Bush has shown at the 
Susquehanna County Fair the last three years and has 
been made grand champion each year. This is quite an 
accomplishment as Susquehanna leads the Pennsylvania 
counties in number of purebred Holsteins. King Alcartra 
Rag Apple Posch has a splendid reputation for docility as 
well as for symmetry and type. Mr. Bush has succeeded 
in training this bull until he would compare favorably 
from the standpoint of obeying commands with any of 
the animals exhibited at the National Dairy Show at Syra- 
cuse. This bull’s sire is King Pontiac Alcartra Pietje, 
whose offspring have splendid reputations in Northern 
Pennsylvania for individuality and producing ability. 
Daughters of this bull have won high honors in the show 
rings of several different states and have also made large 
records, both in seven-day tests and semi-official and in 
cow testing association work. He is a son of King Segis 
Pontiac Alcartra and Fairmont Zerma Segis Pietje with 
608.4 Ibs. milk and 35.61 lbs. butter in 7 days as a junior 
four-year-old, which was the world’s record in this class 
when made. King Alcartra Rag Apple Posch’s dam was 
Rag Apple Posch Pietertje, who at two years made 415.6 
lbs. milk, 20.06 lbs. butter in 7 days and was perfect 
individually. Mr. Bush fitted this cow for yearly test 
later and she freshened with twin heifers and unfortu- 
nately died after the birth of the twins. One of these twins 
was grand champion female at the Susquehanna County 
Fair this year. We feel we have two outstanding bulls to 
start a foundation on.

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MY HOLSTEIN CALVES 


I will tell you a story of how I be- 
came a club member and of my 
calves. It was in the fall of 1920 there 
was born in the cornfield on our 
farm, a little calf. We were coming 
home from hauling cream. to the 
creamery when we first saw it. So 
father and I took the team and bug- 
gy and went out in the field and got 
the little calf. It was a little heifer 
and of course I claimed it as its 
mother belonged to me. 

The mother’s name was Madam 
Veeman Pontiac Segis so we called 
the little calf Madam Pietertje Pon- 
tiac Segis. I was at that time eight 
years old. It was not long before she 
became a cow and in the fall of 
1922 the cow and little calf both gave 
birth to little heifers. I will tell you 
their names. One is Ormsby Fobes 
Pontiac Segis, the other is Ormsby 
Segis Fobes Pontiac. One was about 
half white, and half black, the other 
was nearly white. Both grew well 
and did fine. 

Calf Hunting 

It was May 15, 1923, one day when 
Father and I were hauling manure, 
there drove in to our place two men. 
They got out of the car and went 
down to the pump where Father was 
pumping water. One of the men 
said, “We are looking for Guernsey 
calves for club work.” Father said, 
“You know darn well we haven’t any 
Guernsies.” The other fellow, who 
happened to be our County Agent, 
Mr. O’Donnell, said, “What about 
Holsteins, have you got any calves?” 
Father said, “The boy has a couple 
of calves.” Of course they wanted to 
see them. They went out in the yard 
to look them over and O’Donnell, 
sometimes we call him “Pat,” said in 
a joking way, “We’re trying to buy 
your heifers for some other boy, will 


you sell them®’”’ Of course I didn’t 
know. “Would you rather keep them 
and show them yourself?” I asked 
Father what he thought and he said 
it would be all right so it was de- 
cided to show them both and so I 
became a member of the club. A few 
days later we caught the calves and 
put them in the barn and began 
fitting. I commenced feeding them 
1 part corn, 2 parts ground oats and 
1 part bran and % lb. oil meal twice 
daily and fed them on this balanced 
ration for 3 months. For forage I 
gave them clover hay twice daily and 
it took two hours a day to feed, 
clean the barn and groom them and 
break them to lead. Soon the day 
came when we were to show them 
at the North Iowa Fair at Mason 
City of which Mr. Charley Barber 
is Secretary. The fair started Au- 
gust 11 and so we moved in that day 
and prepared to show on the follow- 
ing Monday. 

Monday came and our class was 
called out. I had no idea where my 
heifers would be placed, they all 
looked fine to me. The judging was 
done by J. P. Eves and I was awarded 
lst and 8rd prizes. I received many 
congratulations on my fitting and 
showing. It was my winning that 
gave me a chance to attend the 
Dairy Congress at Waterloo. 

Liked the Congress 

I will tell you about the Congress 
show. With my competitors we took 
our calves and went to Plymouth 
Junction, which is only about one 
mile from our place. This was ar- 
ranged by “Pat,” our County Agent. 
The car was there and we loaded be- 
fore dark. It was about 11 o’clock 
which we will never forget as it was 
my first ride on a train, we made 
our bed in one corner of the car and 
went to bed. But I couldn’t sleep. 


The ride was rough, so the next day 
you may be sure I was sleepy. Mr. 
O’Donnell had a man in charge of 
the calves as well as we boys, to see 
that we got a good place to eat. Our 
calves were under a big tent with 
the rest of the club members in 
county groups. It was sure a fine 
sight. There is no spare time when 
you go to a show. We worked the 
calves and soon the day came to 
show and we led into the Hippodrome. 
I thought the calves would never 
stop coming, there were 65 head, all 
grand heifer calves. The judging 
was done by three gentlemen whom 


I didn’t know and I was awarded 
2nd and 21st places. Again I re. 
ceived congratulations from home 


and from many Holstein breeders as 
well as from judges and newspaper 
representatives. We had a fine time 
at the North Iowa Fair and at the 
Dairy Cattle Congress. We _ were 
getting fine treatment and I am glad 
to be a member of the club and I 
am ready to help other members of 


the clubs. We also give much credit 
to Mr. O’Donnell and other’ club 
leaders.

Both sires 
are sons of Dutchland Creamelle 
Korndyke Lad, famous sire at Dutch- 
land Farms, and both are from daugh- 
ters of Colantha Johanna Lad. The 
Jefferson County bull is from the 
highest record daughter of Colantha 
Johanna Lad in both short-time and 
long-time test, she being Dutchland 
Colantha Denver with 36.25 lbs. but- 
ter, 702.3 lbs. milk in 7 days, 1315.15 
lbs. butter, 25,431.9 lbs. milk in a 
year. The Grahamholm bull is from 
Dutchland Changeling Colantha Lad, 
former world’s record three-year-old 
in yearly test, with 946.71 lbs. but- 
ter, 21,239.8 lbs. milk, and with a 7- 
day record at maturity of 30.96 Ibs.

Stevenson and Others Challenge Elections and Meetings 
Held Under Delegate System 

An Order to Show Cause, granted by Charles A. 
Pooley, Justice of the Supreme Court of Erie County, New 
York, was this week served upon the officers and direc- 
tors of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America, upon 
the application of George E. Stevenson and nineteen other 
members of the Association located, for the most part, in 
Pennsylvania and in Erie County, New York. This ac- 
tion challenges the election of all of the present directors 
and officers of the Association on the ground that the 
special meeting at St. Paul was an illegal meeting; that 
the delegate system there adopted is also illegal and 
that all actions taken by the annual conventions at Kan- 
sas City and Cleveland are accordingly illegal, irregular, 
null and void. This includes also the raising of the transfer 
fee to $1.50 and the payment of any portion of such fees to 
the state associations, which are. declared by the appli- 
cants to be organizations maintained for the sole pur- 
pose of sustaining in authority in the National Associa- 
tion the “gentlemen farmers and politicians” now serv- 
ing as officers and directors of the National Association. 

The Order, which is returnable at Buffalo, New York, 
January 24, restrains the directors from spending any 


of the reserve fund for any purpose or performing any. 


function of their office until the determination of.this ac- 
tion, and the directors are required to show cause why a 
new election should_not be: held: within New York State 
under the supervision of the Courts. 

The applicants in this case are represented by Green- 
‘leaf S. Van Gorder, 985 Elliot Square, Buffalo, a recently re- 
tired Holstein breeder.and a member of the Association 
who has been close to Oliver Cabana, Jr. throughout the 
progress of his various legal attacks upon the Association 
and particularly along political lines within the Associa- 
tion. 

The points raised have, for the most part, already 
been determined favorably to the Association in the pre- 
vious Cabana litigations. The effect of this latest direct 
action, however, will be to hold up all plans for the Ex- 
tension Service until the questions raised are finally de- 
termined by the Courts. The offices of the Secretary and 
the Superintendent of Advanced Registry, will continue 
to function in the regular way.

came from the most part from the 
larger breeders who would have the 
most to gain from a personal financial 
standpoint from the change to a flat 
rate. A motion to lay on the table, 
offered by Carl Amos was defeated by 
a rising vote, and a roll call vote was 
taken on the proposition, club dele- 
gates voting the full strength of their 
club. The vote showed a sentiment 
of 353 to 191 for the flat rate, but as 
a three-fourths vote is necessary to 
amend the constitution, the proposi- 
tion failed by some forty votes.

great credit for one of the best ban- 
quets in the history of the New York 
State Association, at which a large 
delegation of breeders with their 
wives and friends almost completely 
filled the large banquet room of the 
Hotel Onondaga. The menu, although 
as several speakers pointed out, 
lacking milk or even cream for the 
coffee, was in other ways all that 
could be desired, the dairy industry 
being represented by plenty of but- 
ter and ice cream for dessert, the 
latter being disguised under the name 
of Tutti Frutti Pudding Glace. Bin- 
ning’s Orchestra dispensed sweet 
music throughout the evening and the 
program was enlivened by several 
vocal selections by Miss Jessie Dew- 
hurst and Mr. Edward Barrows with 
Mrs. Woodruff, accompanist. 

Notwithstanding the fact the two 
principal speakers as advertised, D. D. 
Aitken, and Dr. W. P. Baker, editor 
of the Syracuse Post-Standard, both 
found it impossible to be present, the 
substitute program was if anything 
an improvement over what might be 
expected even of these two silver 
tongued orators. Toastmaster Bigler, 
after a few brief introductory re- 
marks introduced “Tom” Elder, Di- 
rector, of the National Association 
who gave a thoroughly interesting 
and instructive talk on his recent trip 
to South America, where he repre- 
sented the National Association, a 
judge of Holsteins at the National 
Chilean Exposition. His talk covered 
not only the strictly Holstein and 
dairy angle of his trip, but was full 
of descriptions of the country and 
conditions there as he found them. 
The peasant class of both Chile and 
the Argentine suffer extremely from 
lack of milk, infant mortality in this 
class of people running sometimes 
higher than 70 per cent. The upper 
class is just beginning to realize that 
this constitutes a real menace to the 
country. The only dairy breed in 
South America is the Holstein or a 
cross between the Holstein sire and 
Shorthorn cows. The next ten years 
will see large importations of Hol- 
steins to Chile and the Argentine, 
either from this country or from Hol- 
land, depending somewhat on the 
treatment that South American breed- 
ers receive from our breeders. Judg- 
ing from the Chilean importations, 
United States Holsteins far outrank 
the Holland Cows for both type and 
production, according to Mr. Elder’s 
observation. 

Secretary Bond gave a good clean- 
cut, straight-from-the-shoulder talk 
on the necessity of better cooperation 
among the Holstein breeders of the 
state. His talk was enlivened by 
much genial humor as well as sound 
good sense. 

Another talk that departed some- 
what from the lines usually laid down 
for speakers at Holstein banquets 
was given by E. A. Powell, who gave 
some very interesting reminiscences 
of a trip to Washington during the 
Civil War, and an evening spent with 
Abraham Lincoln, together with a 
character sketch of Lincoln’ that 
would make anyone who heard it 
proud to be an American. 
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Chas. H. Tuck, of the Educational 
Department of the Dairymen’s League 
gave a talk on cooperation that was 
a masterpiece of inspiration. He ex. 
plained the recent cut in the price of 
milk as necessary if the League was 
to hold its market in the face of fierce 
opposition from powerful New York 
City interests that are endeavoring to 
defeat the purposes of the League, 
His talk was a model of fairness and 
he appealed for fair play on the part 
of the opponents of the League. He 
also discussed conditions in Europe 
as personally observed by himself, 
and gave as his opinion that we can- 
not look for an European market for 
farm products at least for many years, 
hence the greater need of cooperative 
marketing in this country. 

The fourth substitute speaker was 
R. S. Quackenbush, agricultural agent 
for the New York Central Railroad 
East, who denied that cooperative 
marketing would solve all the dairy- 
man’s problems unless they learn 
more about economic production. He 
suggested a demonstration train, with 
the railroad and all agricultural agen- 
cies cooperation to instruct producers 
and the public in general along these 
lines. 

Commissioner Byrne A. Pyrke of 
the State Department of Farms and 
Markets was the last speaker and the 
only one except Secretary Bond, 
whose name appeared on the printed 
program. Because of the lateness of 
the hour he spoke very briefly, giv- 
ing as his opinion the greatest need 
of the farmer today is a decrease in 
the tax burden, which does not mean 
reducing the income tax by one per 
cent, but materially cutting down the 
general property tax. Commissioner 
Pyrke looks forward with confidence 
to the future of American Agriculture. 

The Smoker 

The smoker put on Thursday even- 
ing at the Yates Hotel by the Onon- 
daga County Club, was conceded to be 
the best in the history of the club, 
even though the expected apples 
failed to arrive. The musical num- 
bers which opened the entertainment 
were well received by a large and en- 
thusiastic crowd, and an even larger 
crowd is expected to attend next 
year’s smoker, to hear and see Miss 
Rogers, “Do It Again.” 

Frank N. Decker of Syracuse pre- 


sided over the entertainment and 
served as Judge in the “Trial of

Service play, which made quite a hit. 
“Judge” Decker was especially good, 
interspersing a good line of spontane- 
ous and impromptu humor into the 
instructive lessons which could be 
drawn from his part. This was also 
true of the work of the four lawyers, 
and the comedy parts were worthy of 
the Keith Circuit. 

Short, snappy talks were given by 
a number of those present and cigars 
and ice water circulated freely. It 
was an evening of real entertainment 
and instruction and was thoroughly 
enjoyed by all, reflecting great credit 
on all responsible, including besides 
the honored judge, President, Tom 
Murphy of the Onondaga Club, Prof.

BRITAIN NEEDS CANADIAN 
CATTLE 

How devastating has been the 
effect of the foot-and-mouth disease 
upon the live stock in Great Britain 
during the past few weeks is in- 
dicated in a communication re- 
ceived by Dr. J. H. Grisdale, Deputy 
Minister of Agriculture, which states 
that a total monetary loss of £750, 
000 has already been sustained. 
As a result of the total of 978 out- 
breaks of the disease in the past 
three and one-half months _ 65,250 
head of live stock have had to be 
slaughtered in Britain, of which 32,- 
500 were cattle, 15,500 were sheep 
and 17,750 swine. Owing to the ser- 
ious depletion of Britain’s dairy herds 
an acute shortage of milk has de- 
veloped and a flood of petitions has 
reached the British Government urg- 
ing that every step be taken to facili- 
tate the importation from Canada 
and elsewhere of cattle suitable for 
the re-establishment wr those dairy 
herds.—Farm and Dairy.

HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN WORLD 


PREVENTING LOSS OF NITROGEN 
IN MANURE LIQUID 
By PROF. GEORGE A. OLSON 
CIENTISTS have frequently meas- 
S ured the losses of the valuable 
plant food nitrogen which occurs 
through various practices of caring 
for barn manure. In what are con- 
sidered very bad practices, as much 
as seventy per cent of the nitrogen 
may be lost. 

Since the advent of tanks for hold- 
ing the liquid excrement, investiga- 
tion has been directed to a study of 
the nitrogen losses which might oc- 
cur in containers. 

It is evident that high tempera- 
tures are more favorable to evapora- 
tion than are low temperatures. 
Naturally under such conditions, the 
loss of nitrogen will vary more or 
less with the rate of evaporation. A 
spread of five degrees temperature 
has for the higher figure, hastened 
the loss of nitrogen compared with 
the loss occuring at the lower tem- 
perature. 

In order to measure the losses in- 
vestigators have resorted to the use 
of acids as sulphuric acid, since it 
has the property of fixing the am- 
monia nitrogen which is present in 
the urine as ammonium carbonate. 
Information which the writer has ob-

Instead of sulphuric acid, agricy- 
tural gypsum is used, since it dis. 
solves and reacts with the ammonium 
carbonate contained in the urine and 
as a result fixes it. Accordingly it 
is desirable that the ammonium car. 
bonate in urine be changed into a 
fixed substance as ammonium gy}. 
phate and this is exactly what takes 
place when agricultural gypsum igs 
mixed with the urine. 

A good place to apply the agricul- 
tural gypsum is on the floor and gut- 
ters so that it will mix and be car. 
ried with the urine intc the resevoir, 
During the period of fermentation the 
ammonium carbonate which is formed 
is quickly changed over to the fixed 
ammonium sulphate. 

The same principle applies to the 
solid excrement and any ammonium 
carbonate which is formed in the 
manure pile can be changed to the 
fixed ammonium sulphate salt. Am- 
monium suphate is sold as a commer- 
cial nitrogen fertilizer. The same 
substance is formed in manure mixed 
with agricultural gypsum.
